Des Moines, Ia., October 6.—The regular 
democratic state committee today practi- 
cally gave up the fight against allowing the

The entire route from the special station 
at Passy-Ranelagh to the Russian embassy 
Was packed with people long before 38 
o'clock. The route-across the Bois de Bou- 
logne, through the Avenue dé Bois de Bou- 
logne, Place de’l Etoile, Avenue des Champs 
Elysees, Place de la Concorde, across the 
bridge, down the Boulevard St. Germain, 
and Rue St. Simon to the Russian embassy 
in Rue de Grenelle, was all decorated with 
magnificent and tasteful arches and pillars. 
French and Russian colors and brilliant 
paper flowers, the latter tied to the trees, 
were everywhere to be seen. 

The entire route was lined with troops, 
and by 8:30 o'clock the brilliancy of the 
scene and the size of the crowd had never 
been equaled in Paris, 

At 8:20 o’clock President Faure, in a spe- 
cial train arrived at Versailles, where he 
met the czar and czarina. The special 
train conveying the Russian visitors arriv- 
ed at Versailles at 8:42 o'clock. The czar 


dent Faure, entered the latter’s train, 
which, at 9:03 o’clock, proceeded for Paris. 
The special train with the czar and czarina 
end President Faure arrived here at 10 
o'clock and the party was enthusiastically 
cheered by the vast crowd of people packing 
every available space, twenty thousand of 
whom slept in the Bois de Boulogne all 
night in order that they might get places in 
the front of the crowds. The imperial vis- 
itors entered the reception tent, outside of 
which a gala carriage with four horses at- 
tended by postillions awaited them. The 
reception over, the czar and ezarina and 
President Faure entered the carriage, the 
president occupying the front seat, with his 
back to the horses. The various officials, 
members of the czar’s suite and others 
formed in procession behind and the cor- 
tege proceeded at a walking pace to tra- 
verse the streets to the Russian embassy. 
Raiment the Three Wore. 

The czarina wore a white satin dress 
with a cape and small bonnet. The czar 
was attired in a military uniform. Their 
majesties followed President Faure to the 
state carriage. M. Faure wore the sash 
of the legion of honor. The bands played 


| the Russian national hymn as the proces- 


sion started. 

The procession was headed by a body of 
Arab chiefs and a double line of soldiers, 
zouaves and tonquineze troops. Members 
of every French regiment were included 
in the troops that lined the route and 
hedged the crowds in. 

When the czar stepped into the carriage 
there were many cries of ‘‘vive l’empereur,” 
but the cries were not unanimous and their 
repitition was not invited. As a whole 
the assemblage at the start was stiff in its 
manner and did not indulge in any great 
degree of exuberance or enthusiasm, but 
as wie procession advanced the ebullitions 
of enthusiasm became more pronounced, 
This feeling rapidly increased as the cor- 
tege passed through the Dois de Boulogne 
and at the Avenue du Bois de Boulogne 
the vast crowds became ecstatic. From this 
stage of the czar’s advance until the Rus- 
sian embassy was reached there was one 
continuous roar of cheers. 

The czar and czarina lunched privately 
at the Russian embassy, and at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon took a carriage and 
drove to the Russian church in the Ruc 
Darue, where a te deum was sung. Later 
their majesties were driven to the palace 
of the Elysee, where they visited President 
Faure. The routes to the church and to 
the palace were lined with people, who gave 
a respectful but intensely enthusiastic 
ovation to the nauon’s guests. 

President Faure gave a reception in their 
honor at the palace and the czar later 
gave a reception at the Russian embassy, 
where President Faure returned the visit 
of the czar and czarina. 

The czarina, in response to the cheers 
of the multitude along the route from the 
embassy to the palace and back, bowed 
gracefully at intervals, but the czar was

CAUGHT GRANADOS NAPPING. 


THREE THOUSAND REBELS SUR- 
ROUND A SPANISH COLUMN. 


Prompt Retreat and Instant Re-en- 
forcements Saved the Latter 
From Annihilation. 


Havana, October 6.—Lieutenant Colonel 
Granados reports that shortly after his 
column left Pinar del Rio City yesterday 
he found at Guamaya and Cantabria a 
Spanish column surrounded by 3,000 rebels, 
who had been sent by Maceo to attack 
the Spaniards. Lieutenant Colonel Gran- 
ados made a vigorous attack upon the en- 
emy, who fired twelve cannon shots at 
close range. A prompt retreat to. Canta- 
bria saved Granados’s command, as well 
as the Spanish troops which had been sur- 
rounded. 

The Spanish forces were united at Can- 
tabria, and in the meantime the rebels had 
taken positions at Loma Blanca. The 
united Spanish forces made an attack upon 
the rebels, who were dislodged from their 
positions after a fight lasting five hours. 
The rebels lost eighty killed and a large 
number wounded. The Spanish had twelve 
killed and ninety-two wounded, including 
four officers. Lieutenant Colonel Granados 
had started to march back to Pinar del 
Rio, when, at 3 p. m., he heard cannonad- 
ing on the other side of the hills. 

Yesterday a fierce engagement occurred 
at Teja del Negro between a force of 70 
Spanish troops under General Bernal and 
the forces of Maceo. The rebels occupied 
good and extensive positions. The battle 
began at 9 o’clock in the morning. The 
enemy made a stubborn defense, but were 
finally dislodged, with a loss of 100 killed. 
It is said that when they retired they car- 
ried'away 200 wounded. The Spanish losses 
were: Lieutenant Colonel Romero and 
General Bernal’s adjutant, killed; Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Chaseal and eight other offi- 
cers wounded; eighteen privates killed and 
sixty-five wounded. 


DEMOCRATS PROPOSED FUSION. 


August Last Tender of Joint Action 
Was Made to Populists. 


Raleigh, N. C., October 6.—(Special,)—Last 
August the democratic state committee 
made a. proposition for complete fusion on 
congressmen with the populists. The popu- 
lists, who claim that they have accepted 
every proposition made by the democrats, 
utterly ignored this one. 

The text of the proposition is that if at 
any time before the election in congres- 
sional districts, there should be running for 
congress two silver candidates, representa- 
tives of the democratic and populist par- 
ties, and the dfvision of the silver vote 
thus brought about would make possible 
the election of a'gold standard candidate, 
it would be the,duty of both parties in 
some honorable way to meet the situation 
so as to prevent this result. 

This proposition was delivered to Senator 
Butler in person.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT MADE 


Fearful Suffering and Sad Lack of 
Life’s Necessities. 


STORM’S RAVAGES TERRIFIC AND COMPLETE 


Shelter Torn From Hundreds, and the 
Homeless Threatened With Star- 
vation Unless Succor Comes. 


Cedar Keys, Fla., October 6.—The ruin 
and devastation wrought by the late hbur- 
ricane has assumed such proportions that 
the citizens of Cedar Keys find themselves 
unable to cope with the conditions con- 


fronting them, and they are forced to ask 
aid from more fortunate sections, to relieve 
some of the suffering and distress now ex- 
isting and that will certainly become great- 
er as the scanty stores now on hand be- 
come exhausted. A meeting of citizens 
was held on Sunday evening at the Epis- 
copal church, and after a discussion of the 
situation, a committee, consisting of F. FE. 
Hale, W. D. Finlayson, J. B. Lutiterloh, R. 
M. Dozier, W. R. White, G. M. Sistrunk, 
George W. Moyers, R. T. Walker and W. 
H. Anderson, were appointed to take such 
action as Was necessary to place our condi. 
tion before the world. 

The committee met on Monday morning 
and organized by electing G. W. Moyers 
chairman and W. H. Anderson secretary. 
The chairman and secretary were author- 
ized to prepare a statement to bé sent out 
to the public, and also to look after and 
relieve such cases of actual need as could 
be provided for. The following address was 
adopted and ordered sent out for publica- 


tion: 
To the Public: The storm of Septem- 
ber 29th left the fair city of Cedar Keys 
a scene of wreck and devastation. Her 
business destroyed, her people impover- 
ished, more than a score of lives were 
lost and more than a hundred homes 
destroyed; situated on an island, cut off 
from communication with the world, 
with every source of employment de- 
stroyed, and every line of businéss par- 
alyzed, we find the burden greater than 
we can bear, and for the first time in 
her existence, Cedar Keys is farced to 
ask that charity which she has always 
so freely given. 

We have to feed the hungry, clothe 
the naked and provide shelter for the 
homeless, and we desire’ to provide 
means by which the destitute people can 
be put in the way of making a living. 
Our churches and schoolhouses are de- 
stroyed, almost every business house 
more or less damaged, while mainy res- 
idences are destroyed and others dam- 
aged. The surviving dwellers on the 
small islands of the adjacent coast, 
where many lives have been lost, and 
every house destroyed, will have no 
other source to look for help than to 
Cedar Keys, and aid must be given 
them. 

With these appalling facts before us, 
we appeal to the citizens of our common 
country, and ask that they respond 
promptly to the call. Of the press, we 
ask that it give publicity to our needs. 
Every dollar sent to either of the un-

X-RAY SHOWS BULLET IN FLESH. 


Successful Experiment at the 


Georgia School of Technology 


With Practical Results. 


The plate on which a photograph of Dr. 
Hood’s thigh, containing a .bullet, was 
taken by the X-ray process, Was developed 
yesterday and proved to be highly success- 


ful. 

Though the plate was not as good a one 
as was desired, it answered the purpose, 
and now Dr. Hood knows exactly where tne 
bullet in his leg is located. Besides showing 
the bullet in Dr. Hood's thigh, the plate 
shows the bone in his leg and the picture 
is one of the best ever taken. 

Professor Quick, who made the difficult 
experiment, is well pleased with the result. 
it was the first experiment of the kind 
he has ever made and he was somewhat 
dew>*fyl about its result. The X-rays did 
thelr work. however, and Professor Quick 
will at once make more experiments of the 
kind. 

7 he plate shows that the bullet is not 
exactly where Dr. Hood supposed it was. 
He thought it would show up exactly in 
the middle of the plate but as it was the 
bullet appears on the extreme upper edge 
of the plate and oniy half of it is shown. 
The bullet has moved some since it was 
fired into the flesh and that accounts for 
its position on the plate. 

Through an wumMavoidable accident the 
plate came very near being spoiled and as 
it was it turned out to be very dim, so dim 
in fact that it is a difficult matter to see 
the bone and the bullet. After the experi- 
ment had been tried Professor Quick, placed 
the case holding the plate some distance 
from the X-ray apparatus and began trying 
some other experiments for the benefit of 
onlookers. 

It was supposed that the plate was far 
eneugh from the X-ray apparatus to keep 
the light from having any effect on it. 
But, as a matter of fact, the light was so 
strong that it penetrated’ the case which 
held the plate and came very near spoiling 
the plate. At the time the light struck it 


the plate was several feet from the tube 
and the fact that the light penetrated 
wood at such a great distance goes to show 
that the real strength of the X-rays has 
yet to be discovered. 

So faint was the impression on the plate 
that it was impossible to take a print 
from it and the cut represented here is a 
sketch of the plate and the impression on 
it as it appeared yesterday morning. 

Since Dr. Hood has discovered just ex- 
actly where the bullet is located its possible 
that he will have it removed. The bullet 
gives him no trouble, however. but if it can 
be removed easily he prefers to have if out. 
It is now in a place where it does no harm, 
but since it has already moved some dis- 
tance it is likely that it would move to @ 
position where it might cause him no little 
annoyance. 

If an operation is performed, and the 
bullet is removed, it will be the first time 
that a surgical operation has followed an 
X-ray experiment in the south. The great 
success of his first experiment of this kind 
causes Professor Quick to believe that he 
can make other beneficial experiments with 
equally as successful results. He has one 

f the finest tubes in the south and the 
experiments he has made so far are greatly 
superior to any others made in the south. 

Professor Quick said yesterday that he 
would make experiments of this kind as 
fast as he can procure subjects who are 
willing to be photographed. There is a 
man who has a bullet in his wrist and a 
photograph of his arm will he taken. This 
portion of the bodys easily photograpned 
by the X-ray method and the bullet can 
most likely be seen With the fluoroscope. 
Other persons who have bullets in their 
limbs will be brought to the Technological 
school and have the obstacle found. Sever- 
al interesting experiments will be made as 
fast as subjects can be found and the X- 
ray will be put to a good use by Professor 
Quick. 
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WITHOUT FOOD AND SHELTER 


BORDER COUNTIES LEFT DESO- 
LATE BY FATAL HURRICANE. 
Children Crushed by Falling House 
From Which They Were Run- 
ning—Kennels for Homes. 


Waycross, Ga., October 6.—(Specia!.)—Full 


and authentic details as to the effect of | 


the hurricane upon the people and proper- 
ty in the section north of the Santefee 
river and between the St. Mary’s and Su- 
wanee rivers, embracing Columbia and 
Bradford counties, Florida, were obtained 
this morning. 

Immediately north of the Santefee river 
the storm was far more violent and ten 


times more destructive than on the south 
side. Worthington Springs, on the north 
of the river, once a beautiful and pictur- 
esque resort, now presents a.desolate pic- 
ture. The magnificent oak grove is gohe. 
the deeply-rooted and large oak trees have 
been blown down. It is almost impossible 
to travel through this country even on 
horseback. ' 

In a neighborhood ten miles square, set- 
tled well, there are but four houses not 
blown down or unroofed or crushed by fall- 
ing trees. Among those who have lost* 
their homes are: James Miller, Charley 
Harrison, John Crawford, Tom Rynes, Wil- 
liam Hiers, Matt Dukes, Fat Matthews, 
Robert Dukes and Mrs. T. C. Kennedy. 

The people are doing the best they can 
and are heroically endeavoring to provide 
for their own wants without appealing for 
assistance. Corncribs, barns and outhouses 
are being converted into dwellings. Nearly 
all of the furniture has been carried away. 
Sevéral people were injured in the neigh- 
borhood. 

William Miller, whose house, was split in 
twain by a tree, had his shoulder broken. 
James Medzger fell from a gable window 
and was injured internally, while three ne- 
grees had their legs broken by a falling 
ree. 

Many people rushed from their dwellings 
just in time to save themselves from being 
caught in the timber. In one instance a 
husband had. wrapped his sick wife in a 
bed quilt and had just gained the thresh- 
hold when the roof of the building collapsed, 
and the bed front which she was raised 
was crushed to the floor. 

When the residence of Mrs. L. C. Kennedy 
collapsed every occupant of the house, five 
in all, was caught in the timbers. Mrs. 
Kennedy and children were endeavoring to 
make their escape by the rear entrance. 
Mrs. Kennedy was ahead and had reached 
the back porch, The roof of the porch fell 
upon her, breaking a rib over her heart, 
fracturing her hip and bruising her head 
over the right eye. Henry Kennedy was 
caught in one of the back rooms, but 
fell near a desk. The timber rested upon 
the desk and his life was saved, his only 
injury being a bruise on his hip. Walter 
Kennedy fell on a sack of cotton and an- 
other large sack of cotton fell upon him 
and he was smothered to death. Lewis 
Kennedy took refuge in a corner. Timbers 
and boards fell all around him, but did 
not strike him with sufficient force to kill 
him, although he was injured in the hip 
and arm. George Metsker was upstairs. He 
fell down below with the floor. Rafters, 
joists and boards fell on and around him, 
but he escaped with a broken hip. Every 
building on the place fell except a Httle log 
hut, where the family is now quartered rc- 
ceiving medical attention, 

All of the buildings belonging to Giles 
Parish, about five miles northeast of 
Worthington Springs, were destroyed and

During the storm 
the air was white with cotton near his 
place. 

At Perry, several miles from Worthing- 
ton, a thickly-settled settlement, every- 
thing was destroyed.

Bethe 
any Baptist church, near there, is also 
down. The farther north one travels, the 
greater the danrage appears to be. 

The work of rebuilding will be commeric- 
ed at once. Neighborhoods will club to- 
gether, erect comfortable abodes out of 
pine logs and a little lumber for one fam- 
ily, then proceed to the next, and so on un- 
til all have been sheltered. This plan will 
be adopted ihroughout that country most 
affected by the storm.

Peculiar Search of a Father for His 
Missing Boy. 


CALLS DETECTIVES TO HIS AID

The Truant Son Is Located and 
Agrees To Live With His 
Father Again.

Mr. John T. Burford is a wealthy lum- 
ber merchant of Chattanooga and is well 
known in this city as connected with the 
Aker’s Lumber Company, which itis a 
branch of the Chattanogoga house. 

One day last week Mr. Burford stepned 
into the office of Chief Connolly at the sta- 


» tion house and told a peculiar story of* 


how his boy had been enticed away from 
him, and asked the department to as- 
sist him in finding his truant son. 

Twenty years ago the tumber merchant 
was married to a beautiful young lady of 
Hampton, Ga., who was a sister-in-law to 
Dr. Folsom of that place. In two years a 
son was born, and shortly afterwards Mrs. 
Burford died. 

The boy was then taken to Hampton 
to live with nis aunts, Mrs. Folsom and 
Mrs. Dr. Adair. The little fellow was 
reared away from his father, and it seems 
was estranged from him. 

Several years ago Mr. Burford was mar- 
ried again in Chattanooga, It was then» 
that he made efforts t> induce his former 
wife’s peeple to give up the boy, but they 
obstinately refused to do so. It is said 


there has been Ifttle love between the two 


families since Burford’s second marriage. 
The Boy Ran Away. 

Last August young Tom Burford, who is 
now eighteen years old, went to his fath- 
er in Chattanooga, apparently to stay, 
But his visit lasted only twelve hours. He 
very mysteriously disappeared, and the 
unhappy father has heard nothing from 
him until a few days ago, despite his as- 
siduous efforts to locate him. . ; 

It appears that young Burford went back 
to the home of his aunts in Hampton. He 
had little love for his father, probably the 
result of long separation, and determined 
to spend the rest -of his days with his. 


mother’s sisters. 

Burford has a very tender feeeling for 
his son, however, and cannot bear the idea 
of living without him. Being unable to 
locate him without aid, then it was that. 
the hapless father determined ‘to seek the 
services of the officials, and therefore came 
to Atlanta and called on Chief Connolly. 

Detective Hewitt, who is one of the most 
efficient men on the force, was placed in 
charge of the case, and began work several 
days ago. It was thought that the boy 
could be located with his people in Hamp- 
ton, and such proved to be the case. : 

The task of finding him, however, was 
not sO easy as was af first anticipated. 
The officer sent his son, Mr. Ed Hewitt, 
to Hampton in company with Mr. Burford 
last Saturday, and it was several days before 
young Burford could be located. He was 
finally found, however, on a farm within 
five miles of Conyers last Sunday. 

A long consultation was then held be- 
tween father and son, The boy's relatives 
were also present, and all finally agreed 
that Tom should return to his father and 
be educated. Consequently, much against 
the wishes of his aunts, the boy boarded 
the train with his father and passed 
through Atlanta yesterday afternoon for 
Chattanooga. 

It is the agreement that he shall be sent 
to a northern college to be educated. The 
officers think, however, that he will never 
consent to live with his father, 


Great distress among the farmers in the 
district of King’s ferry on the St. Mary’s 
river is reported to exist and relief will 
be required soon by then to prevént the 
greatest suffering.

Atlanta Should Do Her Whole Duty. 

The Constitution printed on Sunday 
last the address of the democratic leg- 
islative candidates of this county to 
the voters of Fulton. ~— and 
spirit of this address we héartily coim- 
mend today to the attention of every 
citizen who has-the welfare of Atlanta 
at heart. 

For years there-has been considerable 
prejudice against this city in various 
parts of the state. It has been an easy 
matter to show that this prejudice has 
been baseless; that it has had nothing 
to feed upon. This could be demon- 
strated to any fair-minded person. Nev- 
ertheless the prejudice existed. How- 
ever baseless, it was a fact—a fact that 
frequently occasioned a good deal of 
embarrassment to those who took upon 
themselves the responsibility of secur- 
ing such legislation from the state as 
the growth of Atlanta rendered imper- 
ative.

suggest. 

We feel like informing him with the 
utmost candor that, to the extent that

How Low Prices Affect Wages. 

We print in another column from The 
New York Journal a pictorial represen- 
tation of the inevitable effect that low 
prices for farm products have on the 
wages of laborers and workingmen. 
These pictures represent what is act-* 
ually taking place every day under the 
single gold standard. 

When the price of farm products pur- 
chases only half the amount of money 
that they used to fetch, the farmers are 
unable to pay their debts. The retail 
Stores find, as the result of this, not 
only that collections are bad, but that 
their volume of trade is cut down. The 
storekeepers either fail to fenew their 
orders or cancel those they have sent 
in to the wholesale concerns. These 
last are compelled to send the same mes- 
sages to the factories, with the result 
that wages are reduced outright, or the 
einployes are compelled to take a vacal 
tion, or enough men are discharged to 
bring expenses to the necessary level. 

This has been going on since we be- 
gan to measure all our various forms of 
money by gold alone, and there is no 
let-up in the process. It has been going 
on more rapidly during the past nine 
months, as Bradstreet’s shows, than ever 
before, the failures of merchants and 
.business nien being more | numerous 
dufing the present year than at any 
Similar period of which record has been 
made. 

A great many industries have been 
closed down permanently and placed in 
the hands of the law’s auctioneer, and 
those that have survived have done so 
by reason of the fact that, by working 
on half time, discharging employes, or 
cutting down wages, they have been 
able to meet expenses. 

When we see a railroad manager who 
is in favor of the gold standard we know 
that he cares more for the interests of 
his bondholders than for those of his 
Stockholders. When we see a manu- 
facturer who is opposed to the restora- 
tion of silver, we know that he is 
either ignorant of his own interests or 
has been bulldozed by men from whom 
he has borrowed or expects to borrow 
money. 

The workingman who is for the gold 
Standard is opposed to his own pros peri- 
ty and to the prosperity of his family. 
There are many ignorant men in the 
world, but it is shameful if, in this day 
and time, there is any man in this coun- 
try ignorant of the fact that more money 
makes prosperous times. 

Some workingmen are told by their 
employers that the result of free coin- 
age will be the doubling of all prices at 
once. But every man who is _ intelli- 
gent enough to work ought to know 
that prices can only rise as the volume 
of money is increased, and that this 
increase can only take place as the 
mints add to the supply of dollars avail- 
able for business. This can only take 
place gradually, and therefore healthily. 
We have seen it stated in some of the 
gold organs that the capacity of the 
mints is not more than $50,000,000 a 
year. In that case, the rise of prices 
would not be rapid, but confidence 
would be restored everywhere and to all 
forms of business, and money that is 
now hoarded would be invested, fac- 
tories would be opened, railroads would 
increase their force, and commerce and 
trade would revive until the country 
had reached the highest level of pros- 
perity. 

If, under these circumstances, wages 
would not rise, what would keep them 
down? Would wage-earners bind them- 
Selves not to demand an increase of 
wages when the products of their labor 
were commanding higher prices and 
their employers pocketing increased 
profits? The wage-earners never have 
so bound themselves, and it is unlikely 
that they would do so now. 


. 
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Wise and Patriotic Manufacturers. 

The Central City Stove Works, of 
Newark, O., have just given to their 
employes and the people at large a 
practical answer to the claim of the 
gold organs that the workingmen who 
work for wages will be hurt rather 
than helped by the free coinage of sil- 
ver. The company has posted a notice 
to the effect that the election of W. J. 
Bryan as president will be the sig- 
nal for an increase of 10 per cent in 
the wages of every employe of the 
foundry. The president of the Central 
City Stove Works is a life-long repub- 
lican, and the heaviest stockholder is a 
leading banker. 

Naturally, this promise of an in- 
crease of wages in the event of Bryan’s 
election causes great surprise to those 
who-have been told by the lying agents 
and organs of the gold syndicate that 
the free coinage of silver will cause 
general depression and lower wages. 

Mr. C. W. Cunningham, the presi- 
dent, has not been deceived by these 
misrepresentations. He knows that a 
healthy and constant addition to the 
money supply of the country will re- 
sult in better business and better prices, 
and that manufacturing concerns can 
very gefl afford, under these condi-

The promise to increase wages un- 
der the operations of free coinage is 
made because Mr. Cunningham knows 
that more money will stimulate busi- 
hess. He remembers’ that there was 
an increase of wages in 1879, after the 
passage of the Bland law. He is of 
the opinion that the revival of business 
under the impulse of silver restoration 
will justify even further advances in 
wages. And he is right. 

When the mints are opened to silver 
there will be a gradual increase of 
prices, a gradual cheapening of the val- 
ue of gold, a gradual rise in the value 
of propetty and commodities. Produc- 
ers will get more money, and therefore 
larger profits. for their goods, and will 
have more money to spend with the re- 
tail merchants. These merehants will 
increase their orders with jobbers, and 
the factories will in this way be bene- 
fited. Closed mills will be opened and 
new ones started as the result of the in- 
creased demand. This will mean more 
business for the railroads, the employ- 
ment of more men everywhere, and the 
inevitable increase of wages in all lines. 

We are glad to know that there is at 
least one manufacturer in the country 
who has sense enough to understand the 
result of a gradual‘and healthy increase 
of the money supply of the country, 
and who is not deceived by the idiotic 
talk of 55-cent dollars and business de- 
pression as the result of an increase in 
the money supply. 

Nobody ever heard, until the last. few 
months, that any country could possess 
too much standard money. Yet there 
are numbers of people calling them- 
selves business men who are fools 
enough to believe that the addition of 
silver to our standard money will be in 
the nature of “inflation.” 

We are glad, therefore, that the pres- 
ident of the Central City Stove Works, 
of Newark, O., has shown his wisdom in 
promising to increase the wages of his 
employes 10 per cent in the event of 
Bryan's election. It is refreshing to 
know that there is one responsible man- 
ufacturing firm in the United States 
which does not .take its political con- 
victions from the money power. 


Bryan and the Railway Imployes. 

In the person of William J. Bryan the 
railway employes of this country have 
a stanch and zealous friend. To op- 
pose him in this campaign would be to 
ignore the sturdy championship which 
he gave to their cause a few years ago 
in the American house of representa- 
tives when the voice of a friend was 
sorely needed. 

On February 21, 1898, a bill was in- 
troduced in congress which provided for 
the use of improved couplers on all 
trains engaged in interstate commerce. 
The necessity for such a measure was 
furnished by the faet that over 2,000 
lives had been destroyed in this coun- 
try by reason of the old bungling meth- 
ods, and that common ,fumanity re. 
quired the discontinuance of these death 
traps. It was urged as a ground of ob- 
jection to the measure by some who op- 
posed it in open debate that these .im- 
proved couplers would cost at the rate 
of $75 a car, aggregating the enormous 
sum of $75,000,000. Because of such a 
vast expenditure it was urged that the 
bill shou'd be defeated. 

Incensed by the utter dearth of feel- 
ing which such a paltry argument dis- 
closed, ‘Mr. Bryan took the floor, and, 
with that burning eloquence which na- 

to but few men, warmly 
provisions of the bill. He 


declared that the couplers then in use 


were nothing more nor less than instru- 
ments of death and torture, and that 
hundreds who were fortunate enough 
to escape death were either deprived of 
some limb or otherwise injured for life. 
In this connection it is best to quote the 
exact words*of Mr. Bryan. Said he: 

I ask, Mr. Speaker, how can we meas- 
ure the value of human life? Now can 
you say that $75,000,000 expended in equip- 
ping cars outweighs 2,000 people killed 
and 22,000 maimed? We may talk this 
way about the lives of others, but what 
if these were our sons or brothers? [I 
ask of any one of these gentlemen .what 
price he would set upon the life or se. 
curity of a relative? And how dare we 
hold at a trifling price the lives and wel- 
fare of those not kin to us, while we 
hold as# a priceless ‘boon the lives and 
welfare of those to whom we are re. 
lated by blood? 

I appeal, Mr. Speaker, to those who 
are in favor of this bill to stand by our 
rights there as a majority and protect 
the lives of these people who plead to us 
for their protection, (Applause.) 

To oppose such a zealous champion of 


their cause as these burning words 
prove Mr. Bryan to be is to display a 
feeling of ingratitude which is alto- 
gether foreign to the railway men of 
the United States. In spite of intimida- 
tion they will stand by the man in. his 
campaign who stood by them in- 1893 
and who is still their champion in the 
espousal of those principles which in- 
sure both national and individual pros- 
perity. 


How Liverpool Controls Cotton. 

The cotton planters of the south have 
now before their eyes a practical dem- 
onstration of how our financial system 
is used to depress the price of their pro- 
duct. 

Everybody admits that there is a 
short crop of cotton this year, and that 
the statistical position oficotton has not 
been as strong in a dozen years as it is 
now. Ninety per cent of the cotton has 
been gathered from the fields and the 
receipts were never as large as they 
are today. Why is it that cotton is 
steadily dropping in price? Supply and 
demand will eventually put the prices 
higher—everybody believes this. The 
trouble is the people who consume this 
product in their manufactures control 
the price of it. Under our financial 
system we have to look to Europe for 
our supply of money. No one knows 
this better than the Liverpool purchaser 
of cotton. The thing that keeps down 
the price of cotton is that the people 
who think it is going up have not got 
the money to buy it and hold it. with- 
out paying a ruinous rate of interest 
for the money while holding the cotton. 
People who buy cotton in this country

is because of the stringency 
that cotton is selling at 1 and 2 cents a 


pound lower than it ought to. 

It will be so as long as we have to 
depend upon Europe for our money sup- 
ply. The bankers of New York can sup- 
ply themselves with money only in Eu- 
ropean countries because there is where 
the surplus gold is. When the European 
bankers refuse to let our neople have 
money, under our present financial sys- 
tem, we have to do without it, and when 
there is no money with which to buy 
cotton and everybody wants to sell, it 
is as natural as the law of gravitation 
that the price of the product will go 
lower. Men who have heretofore pur- 
chased cotton when they thought it was 
cheap, to hold it, and to sell it when 
it was high, are unable to get the nec- 
essary funds to buy it. This leaves 
our people at the mercy of the European 
purchaser and he will get the crop at 
his own price, and this is why Liver- 
pool fixes the price of our cotton. Sup- 
ply and demand has little to do with 
the price of this article. Just so long 
as we submit to this state of affairs we 
may expect to sell our products at or 
near the cost of production and let the 
Europeans get the benefit of any profits 
that may come after the crop is mark- 
eted. That the price of cotton will ad- 
vance no one doubts, but it will not ad- 
vance until Liverpool gets as much of 
it as they think they can get at the low- 
est price, and when it does advance, the 
profits will be in their pockets and not 
in the pockets of the producers, 

The Liverpool buyer reasons as fol- 
lows: “Money is very close and strin- 
gent in America; the cotton planters 
will have to sell their cotton in great 
quantities between now and November 
1st; they cannot borrow money on cot- 
ton; they have to pay their fertilizer 
debts: their notes dre generally payable 
about November 1st: therefore, by hold- 
ing off, the price will drop lower. 
They have the cotton and we have 
the money, and. we will have to 
eventually purchase it; now we can fix 
the price as we wish’—and, of course, 
they will fix it as low as they possibly 
can, How are our planters to help them- 
selves? This”is how the price on our 
product is fixed in Europe, and it is the 
result of letting Europe fix our finan- 
cial system.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Mr. Clem Studebaker, president Of the 
Studebaker Bros. Manufacturing Compa- 
ny, of South Bend, Ind., one of the larg- 
est wagon plants in the ‘world, resents the 
various charges which have reeently been 
circulated in regard to the firm’s treatment 
of laboring men in its employ. Mr. Stude- 
baker contends that every laboring man 
in the establishment is treated with the 
utmost kindness, and that the wages paid 
will favorably compare with those of any 
factory in the United States. To the charge 
that most of the men.in his employ are 
illiterate he. replies by saying that such is 
not the truth. While various nationalities 
are represented among the 1,600 iaboring 
men in the employ of the firm, he con- 
tends that all of them are intelligent, and 
that 80 per cent of them at least are vot- 
ers. In justice to Mr. Studebaker, it is 
only fair that his side of the case should 
be given. No cause, however righteous it 
may be, should depend upon error for its 
success. The truth is sufficient at all times 
for the advocacy of any just reform, and 
the principle of free coinage is strong 
enough to sustain itgelf without recourse 
to unfair methods. 


Queen Victoria not only enjoys the dis- 
tinction of having furnished the longest 
reign in England’s history, but also of 
having outlived the great writers of the 
Victorian era.

It is the boast of Colonel Buck and other 
local republican leaders that his recent cir- 
cular will cut down Governor Atkinson's 


majority at least ten thousand. It is the_ 


aim of these leaders to make the colored 
people vote for Wright, and this has been 


done at the instance of the leaders of the 


populist campaign. 

So democracy has arrayed against it 
both populism and republicanism. Every 
democrat who favors the election of the 
national democratic ticket should consti- 
tute himself an election-day worker today. 
The voters of Fulton. county have regis- 
tered to such a number as will insure, if 
each man does his duty, a better majority 
than this county gave two years ago. 
There are many reasons why such a major- 
ity should be cast. 

It is important to Georgia, and it is es- 
pecially important to Atlanta, that Geor- 
gia continue its democratic government. 
The reasons for this are not sentimental 
but are material, and it is important for 
Atlanta that this county put herself on 
record by rolling up a good stiff democratic 
plurality today. 


A careful study of estimates sent to The 
Constitution office from its correspondents 
in all the counties of the state points to a 
democratic victory by increased majorities. 
It is true that Chairman Cunningham talks 
of many letters which he has received from 
democrats throughout the state who will 
not support Governor Atkinson, but it is 
equally true than John Cunningham has a 
very large campaign hat, and that in the 
claims he makes he is talking vociferously 
through the ventilating holes at its top. 
He may have a few such letters, 
but they are very few, and to offset these 
will be cast the votes of hundreds of men 
who have heretofore acted with the popu- 
lists, but are now tired facing rainbows. 
These men see that the practical way to 
obtain the relief which they are seeking is 
by voting and acting with the democratic 
party. They are going to vote the demo- 
cratic ticket, state and national. They are 
not making much noise about it, but they 
are there just the same. Then, too, the ef- 
forts of populists to attract temperance 
votes through their attack on the present 
local option law has reacted and has driven 
from their ranks a good many men who 
would otherwise nave voted with them. 
Chairman Cunningham expresses the opin- 
ion that Wright wil] receive a majority of 
10,000 or over. The chairman has to say this, 
though he does not belHeve it. He knows 
that a large number of men who have 
acted with the populists heretofore do not 


like Wright and will vote against him. 

Chairman Buck, of the republican com- 
mittee, comes to the front with the pre- 
diction that the democratic majority will be 
greatly reduced, and perhaps there will De 
no majority at all. Of course, with Colonel 
Buck the wish is father to the thought. 

Chairman Clay does not give figures, but 
he believes that the majority which Gov- 
ernor Atkinson will receive will show a 
healthy increase over that of two years 
ago. 


The returns from The Constitution’s cor- 
respondents are highly favorable to: de- 
mocracy. They are, of course, estimates, 
and in asking for them the correspondents 
were impressed with the necessity of get- 
ting the most accurate estimates possible, 
and of being conservative. They indicate 
almost uniform gains over the official ma- 
jority of two years ago. 

Giving to the populists as full a vote and 
as large a majority to the populist countiés 
as they had two years ago, and taking the 
most conservative estimates from the Jem- 
ocratic counties, the figures indicate that 
the democratic majority will not fall below 
30,000. 

Two years ago the official majority was 
24,161. 

Running down the list of counties, the 
first in which any appreciable change may 
be expected is Bartow, which two years 
ago went populist by 400 votes. The indi- 
cations now are that it will go democratic, 
and the estimates place the democratic 
majority as high as 400, though a conserva- 
tive figure, and the one which has been 


taken in this table is 100. 

In Bibb a falling off in the democratic 
plurality is looked for because of local rea- 
scns. Two years ago Bibb’s majority was 


1,929. This year it is placed as low as 800. 

Burke county, which cast 727 majority two 
years ago, will, it is believed, fall off on ac- 
count of the low registration. 

Chatham county, however, which gave 
2,749 plurality, is expected to give in the 
neighbcrhood of 4,000, because the local 
fight between the citizens’ club and the 
liberal club will bring out a very full vote. 

Cherokee county, which went populist by 
118 votes, will give a democratic majority of 
from 100 to 300. Clark will increase her 
democratic majority. Coweta, which gave 
636 majority two years ago, is expected to 
a'most double that for her favorite son this 
year. Certainly 900 is a conservative esti- 
mate, .and it is so figured in this table. 

DeKalb ought to double her majority, 
which was 220; Dooly will show a liberal in- 
crease over her 218; Echols, Emanuel, Ef- 
fingham and Fannin will show gains. 

Floyd county, which is the home of the 
populist nominee, gave 500 plurality, and the 
democrats expect to equal that this year, 
but to offset local pride and personal fol- 
lowing it is placed in this table at 200. 

Fulton county gave a majority of 1,589: it 
will give 2,500 and may run up considerably 
higher. 

Glynn will show an increase. Greene 
which went about 500 populist, may possi- 
bly be redeemed; Gwinnett, which was on 
the wrong side of the ledger by 326 votes, 
will certainly be redeemed. Habersham, 
Hall, Haralson and Harris are sure to show 
substantial democratic gains, and so are 
Heard, Henry, Houston, Irwin and Jack- 
son. There may be a slight decrease in 
Lowndes county. The other intervening 
counties are placed at approximately the 
same figures as two years ago. 

Madison will gain, and so will Meriweth- 
er; Muscogee and Newton, Oglethorpe, 
Paulding, Pike and Polk are looked for to 
show gains which will materially aid in the 
total plurality. Polk went wrong before 
and so did Pike, but the reports from there 
are the most encouraging. 

Pulaski, Putnam and Quitman may show 
a slight decrease on account of failure to 
register. 

Richmond its expected to give at least 
1,000 gain; Rockdale, Screven, Sumter and 
Troup are sure to make a better record 
than two years ago.

The tabernacle was crowded by the time 
Mr. Wright got under way. A large part 
of the audience went there to hear Watson 
as was evidenced by the repeated calls for 
the ex-congressman, This calling began at 
the very opening of the meeting when Mr. 
Hooper Alexander rose to introduce Mr. 
Wright. The crowd was under the impres- 
sion that Mr. Alexander was on the pro- 
gramme for a speech and it rose as one 
man and called first for Watson and then 
for Wright. Mr. Alexander was very brief 
in presenting the fusion nominee for gov- 
ernor. Mr. Wright looked as if the cam- 
paign had told on him, but not severely. 
His voice was clear and strong, though he 
had spoken at Rome during) the ‘day. 
During his speech, he said that he was 
glad the campaign was over. 

It was noticeable that Mr. Wright had 
not a word to say about the prohibition 
plank in the pepuljist pletform. 

Even a Kentuckian, if a stranger, could 
not have discovered that prohibition was at 
any time an issue in this campaign. The 
populist platform as a whole was indorsed, 
but it was dismissed in the same breath. 
Mr. Wright devoted the first part of his 
speech to a plea for political independence, 
and the rest of his talk was given mostly 
to pardons and collateral matters. He had 
a great deal of applause and in fact so 
had all the speakers. The negroes were 
well represented in point of numbers. 

Colonel John Temple Grayes and Mr. B. 
M. Blackburn filled out the programme. 

Six weeks ago when he entered the cam- 
paign, he said that not a single democratic 
paper in the state had a word to say against 
his character or his ability to fill the of- 
fice to which he aspired. 

And not a reputable democratic paper in 
Georgia has attacked his character or a 
single word which he has uttered. He start- 
ed in to make a clean canvass and he was 
glad to say that he had conducted it in 
that nner. : 

Mr. right said that he had no criticism 
to make of Governor Atkinson’s speech de- 
livered in the tabernacle last Friday hight 
nor would he attack the governor's pri- 
vate record. ‘> 

The governor’s speech, Mr. Wright de- 
clared, could be divided into parts, one de- 
voted to ridicule of himself and the other 
an appeal for the negro vote. 

Mr. Wright stated that he had announc- 
ed all over the state that he was in- 
dependent in politics and he expected to 
remain independent so long as he lived. He 
indorsed every plank of the populist plat- 
form and pronounced it to be the cleanest 
that was ever constructed in Georgia. ‘“‘The 
day of blind devotion to party has passed. 
(A few cries of amen.) Cleveland is inde- 
pendent. However much I differ from Mr. 
Cleveland in regard to policy, I always have 
adntired his royal independence of party. 
Now, suppose you take the other wing of 
the democratic party. Suppose you take 
Mr. Bryan’’— (Applause.) 

When Mr. Wright resumed, he re- 
ferred to Mr, Bryan's independent 
spirit and there were more hurrahs for Bry- 
an, “There nevér has been a royally great 
man in Georgia who has not been royally 
independent,’’ exclaimed the nominee. 

He’s a Flopper. 

Mr. Wright confessed that he was a ‘‘flop- 
per,”’ saying that whenever the demotrats 
have nominated an unfit man for office he 
has flopped. He warned the populists, too, 
that if they should nominate a disreputable 
man he would flop back. The speaker elab- 
orated Wis reasons for being independent. 

‘*The mugwumps,”’ he said, ‘shave shaped 
the destiny of this country for the last 
twenty years. 

‘You have got in office a lot of second- 
class trading politicians,’’ said the nominee, 
and he attributed this to blind devotion to 
party here in the state. 

Relying on the devotion of southern demo- 
crats to party, the northern democrats have 
in the past dictated national tickets and 
platforms. The party lash whipped the 
speaker himself into line, he confessed, four 
years ago. But at that very time William 
J. Bryan was stumping the west for Gen- 
erat Weaver, the populist nominee for the 
presidency. Mr. Wright declared himself 
for Mr. Bryan as strongly as any one in 
the house, a sentiment which was heartily 
applauded. He argued that if a democrat 
could vote for Bryan and the Chicago piat- 
form he could vote for Seab Wright. 

Mr. Wright declared that there has not 
been a clean election in Georgia in ten 
years. This year hardly half the counties 
have promised to give the populists repre- 
sentation at the polls. 

“The men who are dominating the poli- 
tics of this state know that if they give me 
a fair election I will be the next gov- 
ernor of Georgia.” (Applause.)

“IT am not an anarchist; I am not a com- 
rrunist. There is not a4’man in Georgia who 
does not know that the interests df the 
people would be as safe in my hands as in 
those of my opponent.” 

In closing Mr. Wright said: “‘If the verdic§ 


goes against me I shall go back to my | 


family, feeling that I have done nothing in 
this campaign that will reflect upon my 
honor as a man.”’ 

Colonel Graves Speaks. 

Colonel John Temple Graves followed Mr, 
Wright. Colonel Graves said that he be- 
lieved the audience which he was facing 
was the largest that had assembled in At- 
lanta in this campaign. He expressed his 
disbelief in the prophesies of evil. He de- 
clared that the great railway systems, the 
great capitalists. of the country and the 
great financial institutions are pledged by 
their own interests to protect the country 
against the panic which they threaten. He 
was present to champion the. candidacy of 
William J. Bryan, Thomas E. Watson and 
Seaborn Wright. The speaker said that the 
denrocratic party ought to give the popu- 
lists the vice presidency in exchange for 
the 1,800,000 votes which Watson’s party 
casts. To the populists was attributed the 
education of democracy in free silverism 
and an income tax. 

Colonel Graves attacked Mr. Sewall as a 
banker and as the recipient of bounties 
from the government, and gave it as his 
opinion that Mr. Bryan prefers Watson to 
Sewall. 

Coming to the state campaign, Colonel 
Graves declared that Wright's election was 
sure, 

There were cries for ‘‘Watson’’ and the 
speaker stated that the populist nominee 
for vice president was detained in a phy- 
sician’s office, having his throat treated in 
order that he might be able to address the 
meeeting before it broke up. @ 

At this announcement the crowd began 
to thin out and there was some confusion. 

The speaker attacked Governor Atkin- 
son’s record, but said he would make no 
charges against the governor’s. private 
character. 

Judge Martin, of Columbus, was quoted 
as charging Governor Atkinson with offer- 
ing to trade votes in the house. The gov- 
ernor was charged with packing commit- 
tecs while speaker of the house. Colonel 
Graves indicted the governor for paying 
political debts with state offices. He cited 
appointments to the railroad commission 
and to the bench as proof, 

The Hinton pardon and the Hanye case 
were contrasted. 

The sensation at the commencement of 
the State Normal and Industrial college 
at Milledgeville in 1895 was-.recalled and 
the governor’s course was condemned. The 
speaker devoted several minutes to the 
Duncan circular. 

Colon21 Graves appeared to be speaking 
bravely against time, but eloquent as he 
was the audience giew Weary and sleepy 
and kept dwindling away. 

In closing the orator declared that he 
had no personal feeling against any man 
in the campaign. 

Mr. Watson did not appear and Mr. B. 
M. Blackburn, was presented. He said that 


he was a democrat, but was fighting the 


machine. He indorsed Watson and Wright, 


sattacked the management of the democratic 


campaign and spoke at length on the lit- 
erature sent out from democratic head- 
quarters.

Perhaps Chairman John Cunningham, of 
the populist state committee, was the most 
Sanguine man in the city who talked of a 
possible populist victory, and he only 
claims from 15,000 to 20,000 majority for 
Wright. : 

Chairman Clay Says 35,000. 


Chairman Steve Clay closed his office in 


‘the Kimball house yesterday afternoon and 


before taking a train for Marietta he gave 
out a prediction that Governor Atkinson will 
win ‘by frim 35,000 to 42,000. 

“Yes, we have closed the Office and are 
now waiting for the votes to be counted,” 
said Mr. Clay. “I feel confident of a big 
Majority and predict that it will not be less 
than 36,000. Everything is ready for the 
election and the returns will show that 
the opposition has been repudiated by the 
people.’’ 

Colonel Felder Says 40,000. 

Hon. Thomas B. Felder, candidate for the 
legislature, is certain that the democratic 
state ticket will be elected by a big major- 
ity. He thinks that Fulton county will 
go for Governor Atkinson and the straight 
ticket ‘by at least 3,500 majority. 

“Why, there is no doubt about the elec- 
tlon of Governor Atkinson and the 
straight ticket,’’ said Colonel Felder. ‘‘We 
will carry the state by at least 40,000, and 
I would not be surprised to see the major- 
ity even larger. Fulton county will give 
Governor Atkinson 3,500 to 4,000 majority.”’ 


Judge Andergon Predicts 40,000. 

Judge James A. Anderson, city attorney; 
Says that the demécratic majority in the 
state will be about 40,000. 

‘I feel certain that Georgia will stand by 
the democratic party tomorrow and roll up 
a majority of 40,000 or 50,000 for Governor 
Atkinson,” said Judge Anderson. ‘I think 
that Fulton county will vote about as it did 
two years ago, giving the governor a ma- 
jority of about 1,500. Some democrats will 
remain away from the polls, but the great 
body of the party will go out and vote the 
straight ticket.”’ 

How It Is in Athens. 

Captain W. B. Burnett, one of the lead- 
ing citizens of Athens, Clarke county, says 
that Governor Atkinson’s majority will be 
from 40,000 to 60,000 in the state.

Our pres- 
ident, Mr. Hurt, as a member of the exec- 
utive committee of the association, author- 
izes me to say that he will secure for any 
representatives you may send full privil- 
eges to the exposition, and that the display 
this year will be superior to any that has 
ever been given. 

“You have now in the hands of your 
proper committee a resolution offered some 
months ago for the passage of an ordi- 
nance to compel street railway companies 
operating in the city to place on their 
cars fenders as safeguards against injury 
by accident. Your committee has given 
this subject much investigation, the chair- 
man having visited recently Louisville, St. 
Louis, Chicago and other cities, investi- 
gating the appliances in use, and we are 
informed has failed to-find vet a device or 
fender which he is willing to recommend. 

‘The management of the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company is anx- 
jous to co-operate with your honorable 
body in every reasonable Way to avoid ac- 
cident or injury to person and property, 
and believes that this company is today op- 
erating its lines at less injury to the pub- 
lic in proportion to the daily mileage made 
than the average vompanies in other cit- 
ies. What are commonly Known as fenders 
have not been placed permanently on the 
cars of this company, because we have 
been unable, after long search, to find a 
fender which is not calculated to cause 
more accidents than it would avoid. 

‘We would be glad, therefore, to have 
one or more of the members of you com- 
mittee to visit this convention in order 
that we may together mnke examination of 
all the latest devices now in use, either 
in the way of fenders or in other respects, 
to insure greater safety to the public. 

“We submit that the proposed ordinance 
to compel street railways to use fenders 
would be an unnecessary and unwise leg- 
islation, because the large majority of ac- 
cidents which happen on street railways 
are not due to the lack of a safety device 
in front of the cars, but to other causes, 
and that to undertake to legislate as to 
the method of operating the cars would 
involve the city government into a detail 
of trouble which would be both vexatious 
to it and an injury to the street railway 
service. A railway company should al- 
ways be willing and anxious to make its 
service safe and satisfactory, because it 
will thereby increase its business. What 
is needed, therefore, to correct any appa- 
rent evil is intelligent advice and not ill- 
advised legislation. We believe the con- 
sensus of your committee is in accord with 
this view, and we shall be glad to have 
them visit the St. Louis exposition. Very
